the 14th. That Night the Duke de No- 
ailles had Intelligence, thac my Lord 
Donrga’l, who commands in Gironne, had caus'd 
slithe Peafants from within 4 Leagues on this fide of 
Barcelona to this Placc, to take Arms, with Defign to 
retake the Poft cf Gafcara and that of Navatta. 
Immediately the Duke order'd fome Companies of 
Grenadiers ro hold themfelves in a Readynefs to 
marc’, and {ent to the Loops in ali the Quarters 
to keep a good Cuard and be under Arms. Lhe 
i5¢h in the Morning-he was inform’d the Enemy had 
invelted Bafcara, and thata Body of about 4ooo 
Men had taken Poft on this fide of the Fiuvia. 
He march’d with all Expedition towards them, 
with a ftrong Detachment of this Girrifon, the 2d 
Regiment of Dragoons of Languedoc, the Horfe, 
the Dragoons raisd in Roufillon, and the 2 Bat- 
tallions of Biaifois and Touraine, that were at Bar- 
ralfa, within a League of Bafcaia. Thefe Troops 
took Pefleffion cf an advantagicus Poft, and there 
waited for thofe which the Duke de Noailles had 
fent for from the other Quarters, and whith form’d 
themfelves into Battallia as they arriv’d. In the 
mean time he obferv’d, that the Enemy had a De- 
fign to poft themfelves in fome Houfes, and little 
Woods divided by Inclofures, where it would kave 
been difficult to force them. Wherefore he would 
nct defer to attack them, bur caus'd them to be 
charg’d fo vigoroufly, that they were broken imme- 
diately, and purfued 2 Leagues beyond Bafcara. 
The Governour of Gironne, who came out with 4 
or 500 Men of his Garrifon and 2 pieces of Cannon 
to joyn the Rebels, and was advanced within a 
League of Bafcara, feeing them run away, fled 
with them. On this Occafion 500 of the Enemy 
were kill’d and 100 taken Prifoners, among them 
one of the moft eminent Leaders of the Rebels, a 
Canon of Ville-Bertran, a Place firuate a League 
from hence on the Road to Roufillon, and who 
was arm'd with a Carabine and 4 Piftols, During 
this Action, another Body of the Rebels attack’d 
Navatta, lying 2 Leagues Weft of this Place, but 
were repuls'd and bad about 100 Men kill’d or 
wounded. Their Lofs would have been greater, 
had there been any Horfe to purfue them when they 
werein Diforder. To Day feveral Confuls of Places 
firuate on this fide the Ter, which runs by Gironne, 
came and fubmited. hey all report, thar the 
Cenfternation in the Country is extraordinary, that 
thofe who invefted Bafcara were in Number 10000 
Men, and thofe thar attack’d Navatta 60co, Ocher 
Confuls are come, and demand a general Amnefty 
for the People inhabiting the Country even beyond 
Gironne, and who are difpos’d on that Condition 
to lay down their Arms.

Perpignan, Feb. 28. The Duke de Dpeites has 
pafsd the Ter at Torroella, and has his Head Quar- 
Lobisbal, having left Gironne behind him. 
Tis beliew’d he will purfue his march to Oftalric, 
which is in the High-road to Barcelona ; in the 
mean time we have Advice, that having {ent a ftrong 
Detachment to take the Bridge of Pont-Mayor be- 
low Gironne, they made themfelves Mafters of it 
after a vigorous Retiftance ; but the Enemy return- 
ing to charge them with a Body of 5 or S000 
Men, they were fore’d to abandon the faid Bridge.

From ‘the Camp at Cafpe, Feb. 19. The French 
Troops are divided into 2 Bodies > the leatt of 
which, confifting of 6 Battalions and as manv 
Squadrons, commanded by the Chevalier d Asield 
acts upon the Cinca in that Part of the Country 
which ts about Balbaftio: With this Body the Che- 
valier covers Saragoffa, and fends Parties over the 
River Cinca, which oblige many Places, even fome 
that Jye very near to Lerida, to fubmit to the 
King. The other Body is commanded by the Mar- 
thal de Theffe, who is on the march from his Camp 
at Maella, with 12 Battallions and-7 Squadrons, to 
joyn the Count de las Torres in the Kingdom of 
Valencia.

Pars, March 5. The 2d of this Month a Courier 
atriv’d here from the Marfhal de Theffe, who has 
fent the King Word, that having receiv’d at Alcan- 
niz his Majefty’s Orders not to befiege Valencia, he 
was marching back to joyn the Chevalier d’Asfeld, 
in Order to enter Catalonia. The Matthal de Theffe 
having caus’d the Governour of the Caftle of Mira- 
vet to be hang’d after he had furrendred the Place to 
him, the Governour of Tortofa fent a Letter to him 
in which he reproach’d him with Barbarity ; and the 
M-.‘hal returning Anfwer that he had hang’d none 
but’ Traitors, and that if he (the Governour of Tor- 
tofo) fhould fall into bis Hands he would make him 
fuffer the like Punifhment, the Governour reply’d in 
very fharp Terms, that he would certainly ufe Re- 
prifals upon all the French he could catch. The Go- 
vernment of Mont-Dauphin, vacant by the Death of 
M. Polaftron, is given to M. de Lapara, who fet our 
from hence the i ft of this Month for Catalonia, be- 
ing to have the Direction of the Siege of Barcelona.

_ Amfterdam, March 19. The Advices from Madrid 
and Paris inform us, at laft, of the Departure of 
King Philip V for his Army, and of the Count de 
Touloufe with his Squadron ; and intimate fuffici- 
ently that the main Defign of the Enemy is to re- 
cover Barcelona. Inthe mean time, we have Ad- 
vice from thence by the Way of Genoa, that the Ca- 
talonians far from being frighten’d at the Preparati- 
ons with which they have fo long been threaten‘d, 
fhew the greater Firmnefs and Zeal for King Charles 
III; having given him new Affurances of their in- 
violable Loyalty, and that they will {pend the laft 
Drop of their Blood ro defend him againft his Ene- 
mies. There are private Letters from Paris, that fay 
King Philip will ftop at Tarracona which lies ro- 
wards the Frontiers of Navarre ; and that the Court 
ot Madrid is apprehenfive Affairs will grow into a 
worfe Condition in that Prince’s Abfence from his 
capital City, becaufe the People and moft of the 
Clergy appear very defirous to fee the Ancient Go- 
vernment of the Honfe of Auftria reftor’d ; which 
they may be tempted to endeavour while all the 
Troops are gone to Catalonia, and the Heart of the 
Kingdom is left unguarded. 
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the Amfterdam Gazette, March 16 and (9. 
y mcd March 8 and 12. The King has declar d, 
thar the Marthal de Villeroy hall command the 
enfuing Campaign in the Netherlands, under 
Elector of Bavaria; the Marihal de Villars on the 
Rhine, with almoit the fame Officers under him 
that he had laft Year; and the Marfhal de Marcin 
on the Mofelle. The King will have 7 feparate 
Armies this Campaign, wichout reckoning the Troops 
that are in Languedoc under the Command of the 
Duke de Roquelaure. The 7th at Night, as the 
Connt de Bourg was returning home from Court, 
he was fet upon by a Captain of Horfe, whom he 
had caus’d to be broken. He was flightly wounded, 
as was the Captain, who made bis Efcape : But 
was taken the next Day, and carried to Verfailles, 
where he will be tried by the grand Prevot. The 
oth as the King came from Mats, the Count de 
Bourg fell at his Feet, and defir'd him to pardon 
that Captain: But ‘tis faid the King aniwer d, 
That's no Bufine{s of yours, “tis mine, how is your 
Wound? The Count reply’d it had not given him 
one Moment’s Uneafinefs. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated March 12. 
Genoa, Feb.20. Several Veffels are arriv’d here, 
laden with 80000 Sacks of Corn for the French 
Army in Lombardy. They write from Turin, that 
his Royal Highnefs keeps Men continually at Work 
upon the Fortifications of that City 5 and that he 
zs reinfore’d the Garrifons of Afti and other Places 
char are threaten’d by the French, 2 Englith Ships 
of War being joyn’d here by a 3d from Leghorne, 
icP'd rogether a few Days ago for Barcelona, having 
on board 500000 Crowns, for the Ule of the Con- 
federate Forces in Catalonia. 
England co the Duke of Savoy, bas embark'd on a 
Felucca for Lerici or Viareggio, defigning from 
thence to go to England: 4 Portmantles belonging 
to him coming from Turin, were ftop’d near Final 
and carried into that Place, where the Governour 
caus’d them to be open’d ; but the Perfon who had 
the Governour of Milan’s Paffport for them arriving 
alittle Time after, and claiming them, they were 
deliver'd to him ; only the faid Governour detain’d 
fome Letters, and the Draught of a Cannon of a Rew 
Invention. 


Turin, Feb. 24. The Arfenal at Briancon, in which 
the French had great Stores for War, which they 
had provided to employ in the Siege they are pre- 
paring to lay to this City, blew up a few Days ago. 
We hear they loft and had fpoil’d by this Accident 
y2000 Fufils, 150 Carriages for Cannon, about 60 
Pieces of Cannon, and a very great Quantity of Pow- 
der and other Ammunition.

Figuieres, March 2. By Letters from Barcelona 
of the 17th of laft Month, we are inform’d, that 
upon the coming of our Troops into the Lampout- 
dan 3500 Men were fent from Barcelona to Gironne 
with 16 pieces of Cannon ; and that a Squadron of 
13 French Ships of War came before Barcelona the 
faid :7ch of February.

Sir John 
Leake fail’d from hence the och Inftant in the Mor- 
ning, with the Squadron of Englifih and Dutch 
Men of War under his Command, and has had a 
fair Wind and freth Gale ever fince. ; 

Kinfale, March 6. The 3d Inftant came into 
Corke Harbour the Men of War, with the Tran 
port-fhips, that are ro carry the Forces defign’d from 
this Kingdom for Catalonia ; which have already 
begun to embark.
